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Budget Meeting

The student council of SSC held | 


a budget meeting last Tuesday to 
discuss the expenditures for the 
semester. Commissioners presented 
tentative amounts which they con- 
sidered reasonable for carrying on 
the functions of SSC and adding 
more. However, the problem of not 
enough money and too many 
dreams was soon met. The tenta- 
tive budget amounted to $6580, the | 
present amount of money in the} 
student fund is $3405. 

The amounts asked for by the 
commissioners was: athletics, $24- 
54, which would go for a basketball 
schedule of 25 top games with top 
teams; $350 for social activities, 
mainly the Junior Prom, for which 
the orchestra will cost close to 
$300; accounting services, $150; 
dramaties requested $800 in order 
to present one major production, 
two sets of one act plays and pur- 
chase equipment for the temporary 
theater on the new campus; 
department, $215; art, $100. Pub- 
lieations asked for $2240, $1115 for 
a planned 80-page STATESMAN 
and $1125 for the HORNET, which 
would be 15 issues at $75 an issue. 

The committee then cut their 
“comfortable” budgets down to a 
minimum which totaled $4436, still 
$1031 too much. 

Cutting the budget will mean 
less this year and less next year. 
The basketball team must plan at 
least two years in advance in order 
to play the top teams. Cancelling 
a game this year may mean a two | 
year wait before the team will | 
again be on our playing list. ssc 
has gained in the community by its 
basketball team.
